Another SuAREltoi.DKit was of tho sumo 
opinion, and said Chat the greatest follies had 
been committed in railway enlerpriso by 
direolors who wero very largo shareholders. 

Anolher Sit.MtKii»i,oi;it Ibouoht il wuulil 
be well if on answer wero given to tlii! 
ipieslion, in order lo give conlideiico to thu 
proprietors 

Tho L/'hairman tloui replied at len;;th. 
A'itli regard lo Mr .Murrell's (jue.slions they 
had no objections lo give such details us 
were wished, bo far as wero cousiatenl with 
the interests of lie bank, but it was impossi- 
ble 10 go into all the details. . Tbe item !ol 
£442,836 was cbinposed of, bills diSco.upted, 
overdrawn accounts, and oash orediis^.wbieb 
was tho mode in which acpoaots wpi^e kept 
at San Pranoisco, Portland and the Colonies.
